3 HE Editor of theſe TraQs hopes they will meet 
$ with a favourable Reception, as they tend to fill up 
7 a few void Spaces in the Iriſb Hiſtory, and may be 
a Spur to others to ſend into the World ſuch antient Pieces 
jp their Cuſtody as are of the like Complexion ; if they are 
got welcome, he has only the Apology of Example to offer, 
and that too of fome conſiderable Men, namely, of Doctor 
| Gale, Selden, Wharton, Sir Henry Saville, Sir Roger Twiſ- 
den and others, to whom England is indebted for their curi- 
dus Editions of ſome valuable Works of others. Nor ought 
1 the Labours of the late Mr. Thomas Hearne in this way be 
aſſed over in Silence. For our own Country, the great 
Wrchbiſhop Uſher did not think his time miſpent in forward- 
"Ing into Life a Collection of antient Iriſh Epiſtles, as Sir 
Joe Ware did not only the Works fathered on St. Patrick, 
but alſo the Hiſtorical Pieces written by Spencer, Campion, 
nmer, and Marieborcugh. If therefore the Authority and 
Example of thoſe learned Men do not give Countenance to 
the Collection now offered, the Editor muſt be content to 
fſubmit to Cenſure, and to defend himſelf only with the In- 
—tegrity of his Intentions.

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I. The Author of the firſt of the enſuing Pieces, Mauri 
Regan, was a Perſon of eſpecial Rank in his Country, and 
deſcended from Anceſtors, who once were Chieftanes of a 
conſiderable Territory, called after their Name, Hy-Regan, 


or O- Regan, now the Barony of Tenebinch, in the Queen's 
County, ſince polleſied by the O-Duns. It is probable that 


the O-Regans or O. Riegant (for their Names are written 


both ways) were driven out of this Territory by ſome of 
their-incroaching Neighbours ; or elſe we ſhould ſcarce have 
found our Author ſeeking Preferment in the Service of the 
King of Lein/ter, who (as it appears) placed a great Truſt 
in him. We find him commiſſioned by that Prince as Em- 
baſſador into 7Fales to ſollicit Aids for the Recovery of his 
Kingdom, of the greateſt part whereof he was diſpoſſeſſed 


by the Monarch of Jreland and after Earl Strongbow was 


about laying, Siege to Dublin, he was employed to ſummon 
Aſculph Mc. Turkill, then the Daniſh King of it, to ſur. 
render. We mult not therefore entertain too mean an Idea 
of the Word Interpreter, which he modeſtly aſſumes in the 
following Treatiſe, valuing himſelf more upon his Learning 
and Knowledge of Languages, than upon the high Station 
he bote in the Court of King Dermed, which probably ws 
chat of Secretary. He is called Latinner by the Frenth -

Theſe four Pieces were tranſcribed from a Manuſcript in 
the hand Writing of Sir James Ware, intitled Miſcellanea 
de Rebus potiſſimum Hibernicis, and collated with other Co- 
pies in the College Library. The Originals of them all, a- 
mong a great Variety of other MSS. were collected by the 
ſaid Knight, and at the Revolution fell into the Hands of the 
Earl of Clarendon, from whoſe Family they were purchaſed 
by the Duke of Chandois. They have lately ſuffered ano- 
ther Fate, and been ſold and diſperſed into numerous Hands.

As ſoone as theſe Promiſſes were divulged, Men 
of all Sortes, and from divers Places, preparid themſelves to 
goe into Irland, firſt, eſpecially Robert Fitz-Stephen, a Man 
of good Eſteeme in Males, (who had lately been enlargid 
out of Priſon by the Mediation of Dermond) undirtooke 
the Imployment, and with hym ſome nine or ten Knights 
of good account, (1) namely.

Tur Men of Leinſter, that had rebelled agenſt Dermond, 
now ſeeinge him trom the Eſtate of a Fugitive, by the help 
of the Engliſb to become Victorious, from all partes they 
repayred unto hym, ſubmiſſively craveing Pardon for their 
Tranſgreſſions, and deliverid him Hoſtages for their future 
Loyaltye. Nevertheleſs Donald, King of Offery, and Mac 
Kelan (O) King of Oellan neyther wuld nor durſt come to 
him. 

King Dermond, ſeeinge ther Obſtinacy, propoſed to in- 
vade theme; and furſte he reſolvid to begynn with Mac Ke. 
lan, and preſently gave order to Aſſemble all his Forces to- 
gither, not forgetting to adviſe with Robert Fitz-Stephen, 
Maurice de Prindergaſt, and Henry de Momerecy, and to 
pray them to prepare for the Journey; for in ther Handes 
the ſaſetie of his Perſon conſiſted, 'T her forces being aſſem- 
bled, Dermind commaunded Donnel Kevanagh to March in 
the Vant-Guard.

ed all his People of Leinſter to repaire unto hym, and parti- 
eularly the Men of Meixford. When they were aſſembled, 
the King ſent for Robert Fitz-Steven, Maurice de Prinder- 
ga/t, Henry de Momerecy, Myler Fitz- Henry, and the other 
Engliſbe, unto whome he D.ſcovered his intent to Invade 
O/ſery, and utterly to diſtroy K. Donald. All neceſſaryes 
beinge provided for his Jorney, and the tyme of his depar- 
ture being come (as at othir tymes, ſo likewiſe now) he com- 
mitted the Leading of the Van-Gard with five hundreth 
Men to Donell Kevanagh, in the Battle the Men of Meix- 
ford marched, and the Kyng put himſelf in the Reare with 
the Englih.

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whereof O'More was Lorde. Four Days togither they de- 
ſtroyed the Countrie, and O' More, to be quit of ſuch ill 
Gueſts, ſubmitted himſelf, and gave Hoſtages ; but to be 
revenged, befor they were gonne, ſent to Dermond prayinge 
hym to revenge the Wrongs he had receaved. 

The Kyng of Leinſter, impartinge the Deſire of O' More 
to Robert Fitz-Stephen, Maurice Fitz-Gerald, and the other 
Engliſh Knights, by their advice marched in o Leix. Mau- 
rice de Prindergaſt, underſtandinge that C' More had plotted 
Treaſon, (Notwithſtandinge his Hoſtages) againſt Donald, 
perſwaded hym to depart out of Leix; for Dermond, by the 
Aſſiſtance of the Engliſh, was too ſtrong for theme; whyche 
Advice Donald followid, and retreted into Offery.

They alto 
drew into the Alliance Gethred King of the Ifle of Man, and other Princes 
of the Iſlands; fo that the City was begirt not only cloſely by Land, but 
by Sea, and ſtrong Parties were poſted in ſeveral Quarters near the City, as 
at Ca/tle-Knxck three Miles to the W. at Dalkie, about Six Miles to the 
S. E. on the Mouth of the Harbour, to prevent Supplies by Water, which 
allo was done by the Shipping of the Foreigners; at Clontarfſe, about three 
Miles from the City on the N. Side of the Harbour, and at Kilmainham, 
within leſs than a Mile of the Walls.

Secondly, It appears by the Particulars, that there a 
now built within the Counties of Ardmagh, Tyrone, Dena: 
gall, Fermanagh, Cavan, and London-Derry, 107 Caſtle 
with Bawnes, 19 Caſtles without Bawnes, 42 Bawng 
without Caſtles or Houſes, 1897 Dwelling Houſes of Stone 
and Timber, after the Englisb manner in Townreeds, be- 
ſides very many ſuch Houſes in ſeveral parts which I fav 
not; and yet there is great want of Buildings upon these 
Lands, both for Townreeds and otherwife: And I may 
ſay, that the abode and continuance of thoſe Inhabitants 
upon the Lands is not yet made certain, although I hare 
ſeen the Deeds made. unto them. My Reaſon is, that 
many of the Englich Tenants do not yet plough upon the 
Lands, neither uſe Huſbandrie ; becauſe, I conceive the 
are fearful to ſtock themſelves with Cattle or Servants for 
thoſe Labeurs. Neither do the Irisb uſe Tillage ; for thi 


that, by this means, the Jrish ploughing nothing, do ut 
greaſing, the Englisb very little, and were it not for the 
Scottish Tenants, which do plough in many places of tix 
Country, thoſe Parts may ſtarve ; by Reaſon whereof tit 
Brittich, who are forced to take their Lands at grit 
Rates, do he at the greater Rents, paid unto them by th! 
Iriib Te: -nts, who do greaſe their Land; and if the [ri 
be put away with their Cattle, the Brittisb _ 
orla 
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forſake their Dwellings, or endure great Diſtreſs on the 
ſuddain. Let the Combination of the 1rish is dangerous 
ts them, by robbing them, and otherwiſe. I obſerve the 
greateſt number of 1rich do dwell upon the Lands granted 
to the City of London; which happeneth, as I take it, two 
ways, Firſt, There are five of the Proportions aſſigned to 
the ſeveral Companies, which are not yet eſtated to any 
Man, but are, in the Hands of Agents ; who finding the 
lrich more profitable than the Bri#tish Tenants, are un- 
willing to draw on the Britti-h, perſwading the Company, 
that the Lands are Mountainous and unprofitable, not re- 
garding the future Security of the whole: Secondly, The 
other ſeven of the Proportions are leaſed to ſeveral Perſons 
for 61 Years, and the Leſſees do affirm, that they are not 
bound to plant Englich, but may plant with what People 
they pleaſe : neither is the City of London bound to do it 
by their PatEnts from his Majeſty, as they ſay; and by 
theſe two Actions, the Brittisb that now are there, who 
have many of them built Houſes at their own Charges, 
have no Eſtates made unto them, which is ſuch Diſcour- 
agement unto them, as they are minded to depart the 
Land ; and without better Settlement will ſeek elſewhere, 
wherein it is very fit, the City have Direction to take a 
C preſent Courſe, that they may receive their aſſurances ;

To my Sacred Sovereign King CHARLES. 
May it pleaſe your moſt Excellent Majeſly, 


Y continual Zeal to your Majeſty's Service ſol 
M licites me not to be idle at any time in the Work 

committed to my Charge, and being no Orator, 
I have made bold (according to my Breeding) to diſcove! 
myſelf and the Truth in Writing. Wherefore, in thi 
Book I have collected the whole Proceeding of the Landi 
Plantation in the North of Ireland, with every particulat, 
ſince the firſt Undertaking therein, and have made bold ti 
preſent the ſame to your Majeſty's moſt gracious Vie, 


to the End, their Abuſes appearing unreaſonable, I ma 
not 


Lir Thomas Philips's Letter, &c. 
not only clear myſelf of their unjuſt Aſperſions, reporting 


my zealous Pains in your Majeſty's Service to be a wrong- 
ful and cauſeleſs Proſecution of mine own 3 but likewiſe 
| evidently ſhew your great Loſſes ſuſtained in the preſent 
| Danger of that your Kingdom incurred by their avaritious 
| Miſcarrage in this their Undertaking, converting the pious 
| Care of his late Majeſty (of bleſſed Memory) and his 
E Truſt repoſed in their Promiſes for the publick Good, to 
their peculiar and private Commodity. 

That wiſe and gracious King, taking into his Care and 
E princely Conſideration the reſtoring and future Settlement 
of that defaced Kingdom, lately torn in Pieces with a long 
and miſerable War, to the Effuſion of much Engliſh Blood, 
and waſting of an unſpeakable Maſs of Treaſure, and tak- 
ing timely Occaſion to perform the Work of that Care 
by the Advantage given him in the fugacy of the Rebells 
| Tirone and Tyrconnell, he reſolved upon the preſent Plan- 


tation of Ulſter with Brittiſh ; that Country having here- 


tofore been the Nurſery of all Rebellion in that Kingdom: 
And conceiving that the Ability of particular and private 
© Undertakers would not be ſufficient to anſwer and fortify 
ſo great a Work, he was pleaſed to invite the City of 
London to undertake a principal Part thereof. 

Neither was this Undertaking preſſed upon them (as 
they unjuſtly alledge) but fairly moved, as a Matter tend- 
ing to their preſent Honour, and future Commodity; nor 
did they haſtily aſſent, but after long and deliberate Coun- 
cel amongſt themſelves, four Agents were by them em- 
ployed with me, to diſcover whether the Profits would 
| anſwer the Report or no; who returning gave them Aſ- 
ſurance, that all things were better than were propound- 
ed, or promiſed. Whereupon they undertook the Service 
with great Alacrity and Contentment. 

| Nevertheleſs, to the defrauding of that good King's 


: Expectation, nd the Hazard of that Kingdom, it is ma- 


nifeſt, they have willfully failed in every particular; which 
bis Majeſty finding out in the Year 1613, commanded a 
Survey to be made, upon return whereof, the Commit- 
tees for the City were convented before him, and ſharply 
| rebuked for their Miſcarrage; and upon their Allegation, 
that they had diſburſed 25,0001. which his Majeſty (by the 
Survey) found falſe, there having not half ſo much been 
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performed; but ſo ſhameleſs are they, as to ſuggeſt an 
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ſpent in the Work, his Majeſty publickly proteſted, that 
though they would be deceived, he would not; and there- 
fore expected a preſent Amendment, and to encourage 
them the better he intimated thus much in a long and 
learned Speech then made unto them. That when his 
« Enemies ſhould hear, that the famous City of Londin 
« had a Footing therein, they would be terrified from 
looking into [reland (as his Majeſty expreſſed it) the 
4 Back-door to England and Scotland, where by reaſon 
of the many good Harbours unfortifyed and unguarded 
„ an Enemy might make an eaſy Entrance, and in a few 
« Hours over-run a great Part of his Dominions. 

Thus they neglected for their private Profit ſake the 
planting of Religion and Civility (the Seeds of Peace and 
Plenty) which his Majeſty eſpecially ſought to ſow for 
God's Service, and the Safety of the Country, ſo as what 
his Majeſty intended ſhould have been a Terror to hi 
Enemies for looking into that Kingdom, 1s now become 
a Bait to invite them thither, where the chief 'Tenants 
and Inhabitants, being 1riſh, are prepared to entertain 
them. 

This Abuſe, by not planting with Brittiſb they would 
have avoided by a falſe Allegation, that they declared in 
Writing, they did abſolutely refuſe to undertake, unleß 
they might be freed from the ſame ; and thereupon (2 
they ſaid) other Articles were drawn between the Lords, 
on his Majeſty's behalf, and themſelves, which never 
were, nor can be produced, nor was there any "Treat 
tending thereunto. For it is moſt unlikely, that his Mi 
jeſty would give the City of London the Country, and pan 
with ſo great a Revenue for their Profit only, and lea 
his own careful Ends for the Safety of that Kingdom ur- 


Untruths to colour or excuſe their Miſdeeds. 
The great and extraordinary Care of his Majeſty is to 
be ſeen in the Poſtſcript of his Letter written with his ow! 
Hand to the Lord Deputy of Ireland, here in this Boos 
inſerted, whereof the Words are theſe, « My Lord, u 
© this Service expect that Zeal and Uprightneſs fron 
&« you, that you will ſpare no Fleſh, Engliſh nor Scotch: 
* for no private Man's Worth is able to counterballan® 


the perpetual Safety of a Kingdom, which, this Plan- 


2 « tatiol 
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« tation being well effected, will procure.” Which 
Words, as they expreſs his Majeſty's Purpoſe plainly, ſo 
do they as plainly diſprove their falſe Allegations. Some 
are likewiſe not aſhamed to ſay, that it is unlikely that 
the Spaniard, who is the moſt powerful and only to be 
feared Enemy in this particular, will ever be engaged ſo 
far Northward. In anſwer whereof, I crave leave to re- 
late to your Majeſty a Speech of Tirone's, uttered to me 
and many others after his return from Rehellion. That 
„if the War had continued, and his Submiſſion not been 
« accepted, he had contracted with the Spaniard to forti- 
| « fy two or three Places in the North, which are not 
only ſtrong by Nature, but where his Allies and Friends 
of the Scottiſh Iſlands ſhould and might with eaſe re- 
| © lieve and ſupply them at all times, and from whence 
| © they might make their acceſs into Scotland and fortify 
| © there alſo.” 

| If this had been done by the Spanzard, I refer to all that 
are judicious, how difficult it had been to have expelled 
them again; how far differeth the Caſe of Danger now by 
our Plantation in the North, when in all the ſix eſcheated 
Counties, there are not many above ſix Thouſand Brittiſb 
Bodies, and moſt of them unarmed, untrained, and unapt 
for Service: And the Natives, who dayly'watch for the 
return of their young Lords (as they term them) Tirone 
and Tyrconnell, and the reſt now in the Spaniſh Army, pro- 
miſing themſelves a Re-poſleſſion of their Country, are at 
© leaſt four times ſo many. 

© The lamentable Caſe of Munſter, yet freſh in our Me- 
mory, after the Black Water overthrow, when as the Eng- 
ie Plantation, almoſt as good as this, was in a Moment 
© deſtroyed by a handful of Rebells, gives Cauſe to fear the 
z lixe in Ulfter ; fo ready are the Irisb to attempt, having 
either a ſtrong Party amongſt themſelves, or hopes of a 
foreign Succour, their preſent Diſcontentment being no 
© leſs than at any time heretofore, if not greater. 

| This Danger his Sacred Majeſty hoped to prevent by 
bringing this potent City to be partaker in the Hazard, 
| which, as all Men had Reaſon to believe, both by the 
| greatneſs of their Purſe, and in a Caſe ſo much tending to 
| heir Honour, would have fully anſwered his Expectation. 
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But when it appeared unto me (then Governour of the 
County, and truſted by his Majeſty to obſerve their Pro- 
ceedings) that they intended nothing leſs than the Per. 
formance of what his Majeſty expected and they promi 
ed, I could do no leſs in mine own Duty, and diſcharge of 
my Prince's Truſt, than inform their Abuſes, which con- 
tinued for many Years, and for ſeven Years paſt I hare 
done nothing but ſolicited the redreſs : But how far my 
painful Endeavours in ſo long time, waſting my Eſtate 
therein, and grown decriped thereby, hath prevailed, the 
ſmall Succeſs doth manifeſt. Albeit his late Majeſty, and 


your Royal ſelf, have by many ſpecial Directions ordered 


as much as was neceſlary ; but ſo great is their averine(; 
to the Service (I will not ſay ſupported by the greatneſs of 
their Purſes) as I yet labour in vain, tho? their Servant 
and Tenants have bragged, that their Maſters will ſpend 
an hundred thouſand Funds before I ſhall have my Will 
which they muſt needs know 1s the only good of your 
Majeſty's Service in the ſafety and defence of that King- 
dom; and to grace their own Caule, and diſgrace me, 
they give out themſelves here, that they let me run 
on to try me. This ſcornful Demeanour, indeed unman- 
nerly, ſince it relates to your Majeſty's Service, appear- 
ed fully at the Execution of your Majeſty's laſt Commit: 
ſion, by their ſinging Songs, and preparing a Play to de- 
Tide it, which they called Much adoe about Nothing. l heſe 
Scorns (howſoever they may pretend) were aimed only at 
me, yet cannot chuſe but reflect on your Majeſty's Wil 
and Authority, to which I am and ever will be an hum 
ble and diligent Servant, only aiming at your Majeſty: 
Good, and no ways buſie (as they term me) beyond you! 
Majeſty's Will; and it appears, that for theſe ſpacio!! 
goodly Territories, rich Cuſtoms and Fiſhings, for i 
which they pay to your Majeſty but 2054. 17s. per Arnun 
granted by his late Majeſty, that much was expected iro 
them; and it likewite manifeſtly appeareth, that at ti: 
time they took it, they intended to abuſe him, and ti: 


Service; otherwiſe they would not have omitted the pri 
cipal Point thereof, which concerned the Safety of tit 


Country, the fundamental Ground being the avoiding d 
Natives, and planting wholly with Brittiſb. But they find 
ing the Natives willing to over-give, rather than remove 
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and that they could not reap half the Profit by the Brittish 
which they do by the Irisb, whom they uſe at their Plea- 
ſure, never looking into the Reaſons which induced the 
Natives to give more than indeed they could well raiſe, 
their aſſured hope, that time might by Rebellion relieve 
them of their heavy Landlords, whom in the mean time 
they were contented to ſuffer under, though to their ut- 
ter impoveriſhing and undoing, rather than not have a 
Footing to entertain their expected Lords, as 1s already 
noted. 

So as the Covetouſneſs of the Londoners, meeting with 
the rebellious Hopes of the [ri5sh, has bred the Danger, 
which his prudeat Majeſty ſought to avoid; nor can the 
Londaners alledge want of Brittish, for many came thithec 
at their own Charge, and were by them (for the Reaſons 
expreſſed) refuſed. 

After they had ſettled to themſelves this ſo dangerous 
Profit, they grew weary of me, their Superintendent, be- 
cauſe I would not run their irregular Courſes, altho' for- 
merly they had been humble Suitors to the Lords of your 
Majeſty's Privy Council of England for my continuance ; 
which their Lordſhips accordingly ſpecially recommended 
to the Lord Deputy of Ireland : But when the Lord De- 
puty required me to have a ſpecial Care of that my Go- 
verament, and expected, that through my Experience I 
would fo adviſe, that the Miſchief might be prevented, 
which this untoward Plantation did preſage, and that J 
thought to perform ſuch his Lordihip's Directions; then 
they began to oppoſe, not only me, but the Deputy, as 
by many particulars ſhall be proved, inſiſting (as it feems) 
upon the greatneſs of the City, and by their ſiniſter and 
headſtrong Courſes, reſiſting all neceſſary things, whicl 
I, with thoſe Knights, Captains, and Gentlemen there re. 
ſiding, ſought for the Country's Good to eſtabliſh, not- 
withſtanding the now Lord's Deputy's Approbation of ſuch 
Rules and Orders, as I had conceived for the better Go- 


vernment of that Country, and confirmed by the likeing 
of the Juſtices of the Peace, and chief Inhabitants there, 
bought to blemiſh and detract from their Worth and Suf- 
E ficiencie, derogating from their Profi: which they much 


prefzr before the Common-Wealth, 
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on, what ſhould have been forwarded, for defraying of 


falſe Shew of much Loſs and Inconveniency ſuſtained by 
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And whereas they pretend, that the Charge of thi; 
Plantation could not have been borne, nor undertake, 
but by them; it appeareth, that for the freedom of Rent, 
benefit of Fiſhings, Cuſtoms, and other Profits and Re. 
venues, remitted by his late Majeſty for the ſpace of the 
firſt ſeven Years, the Brittich would have performed all 
the Plantation with a marvellous great Advantage and Re. 
venue to your Majeſty after that time for ever. 

I ſhould be too tedious to your Majeſty, if I ſhould 
here ſet down half the Shifts and Devices this refraQory 
People have uſed to advance their Profit, and abuſe your 
Service, only their latter Actions I have made bold to 
mention. 

It may appear by the 23 Articles ſet down by the Lord; 
Committees, and confirmed by your Royal Father for the 
Security of the Kingdom, to be preſently put in Executi- 


which Charge, the Lords of your Majeſty's Privy Coun- 
cil gave Order the 2d of September 1625 for the Sequel- 
tration of their Rents : But through the diſobedience of 
their Agents and Farmers they could not be received for 
ſupply of the Service, but they received it all themſelves, 
ſave ten Pounds; and, not therewith content, proceded 
after by way of Petitions, and falſe Suggeſtions, which had 
no colour of Truth, in ſuch Sort, as the 31ſt of Ju 
1627 they got the ſaid Sequeſtration quite diſſolved. 
After, ſuch was your Majeſty*s Princely Care, as to give 
Orders the 3d of May 1628 for a new Sequeſtration, to be 
diſpoſed as formerly ; but they ſecretly and underhand, 
drew a number of People, ſome their Tenants, ſome Y ouths, 
and other vagrant Perſons, as if they had been all Tenants, 
to Petition in a ſcandalous manner againſt me, making 2 


their gotng thither, and planting there; when indeed, ſuch 
as were their Servants, are by that means, from poor and 
broken Perſons, become Maſters of good and plentiful E- 
tates, nevertheleſs, theſe counterfeited Clamours procured 
ſuch Commiſeration here, as the Scqueſtration was agait 
diſſolved, which they not a little triumph at, and your 
Majeſty's Service feels in a high meaſure, whereby the De- 
fects remain as they did, and no Reformation had. 


To 
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To diſcourage ſuch as might inform the Truth of their 
Abuſes, it was given out at publick Aſſizes, that your Ma- 
jeſty had remitted all their Treſpaſſes, and revoked your 
[Commiſſion 3 ſo as thoſe, that were before muſt defirous 
of Reformation, now ſtand terrified from delivering their 
Knowledge, left the Londoners hereafter ſhould profecute 
Revenge againſt them, as they now do againſt all ſuch as

And (d) that Wolves 
ce ſtill abound too much in this Country; When ſuch 
an odious Picture is Drawn of us, who, my Lox, can 
refrain from a juſt Indignation? What Foreigner would 
be fo hardy to put his Foot into an Hand thus deſcribed? 
The Riches of a Country conſiſt in the Numbers of its 
Inhabitants; which ſuch Characteriſticks can by no means 
tend to Increafe. For a Stranger would as ſoon ſettle at 
the Cape of Giod Hope among the Hettentots, before the 
European Colonies got footing there, as in a Country brand- 
ed with ſuch Infamy. But you know, 2 Lok, that 
theſe are groundleſs Aſperſions, and the reſult of Ignorance 
or Malice. The Nobility and Gentry of this Kingdom are 
as Polite, well-bred, and Humane, as thoſe of other 
Nations; the Merchants and Traders as juſt and honeſt in 
their Dealings; and the bulk of the People not inferior 
to the Populace elſewhere. Doubtleſs Exceptions may be

Many intelligent Men have thought, that the adjuſting 
the Hiſtory of Ireland to a good Frame, the ſhewing the 
antient and modern State of it in true and proper Colours, 
together with the ſeveral Revolutions in Property, Religi- 
on, and Government, would tend not only to the honour, 
but to the real Emolument of the Kingdom.

This 
my Lox, would add real Strength and Riches to a Coun- 
try not yet fully recovered from the Deſtruction and De- 
folation of Rebellions and civil Wars; and more eſpecially, 
if the Terms for naturalizing foreign Proteſtants were 
made more eaſy than our preſent Conſtitution admits of, 
The Engliſh are indebted to Foreigners both for their 
Woollen and Silken ManufaQtures; the former in the Per. 
ſons of the Walloens, who fled from the cruel Perſecution; 
of the Duke D' Alva, and were hoſpitably, as well as po- 
litickly, received by the Wiſdom of Queen Elizabeth, and 
her Miniſtry ; the latter by the Revocation of the Edict of 
Nants: when Lewis the XIV ſet his Dragoons looſe on his 
Proteſtant Subjects, and drove Multitudes of them into 
England, where they met with ſuch a charitable Recepti- 
on as is ſcarce to be paralleled in Hiſtory. They both 
amply rewarded their Benefactors by ſpeading and diffu- 
ſing thoſe beneficial Branches of 'Trade through the Nati- 
on, which they now enjoy even to Envy. 

The Phy ſico-Hiſtorical Society was erected with a view 


of removing thoſe groſs Miſrepreſentations, which have 


been handed down from early Ages concerning this Coun- 
try, and are yet continued. They have, in Proportion

Rome. Salluft aicribes it to the Trojans; yet acknowledges, 
that he founds his Opinion upon a doubtful Tradition, 


Heut ego accepi, as I have been informed; while Virgil gives 


the honour to Evander, Tum Rex Evandrus Romane con- 
Aitor arcis. If therefore the certain Original of ſo great a 
Feople ſhould remain unfixed, it can be no matter of ſur- 
priſe if doubts ſhould ariſe concerning the beginnings of 
more obſcure Nations. Hiſtorians therefore, who talk 
yariouſly on ſuch Subjects, are not juſtly to be taxed with 
- Sa Ignorance 


of Cork. When theſe 
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Ignorance or Folly; fince it is Antiquity, and the Un- 
faithfulneſs of oral Tradition, that have created the Error, 
and left nothing clear for Poſterity to depend upon. Titus 


Livius (f) makes ſome fort of an Apology for all ſuch 


writings, and imputes them ** to the Embelliſhments of 
4 Poetical Fables, and not to the incorrupted Monument; 
« of affairs, from whence Hiſtory ought to be drawn,“ 
and therefore he adds,“ that it was not his Intention ei- 
«« ther to affirm or diſprove ſuch things; for that Indul. 
« gence was due to Antiquity, which by mixing divine 
« and human things together, ſought to render the Ori- 
«« ginal of Citys more Auguſt and Venerable.” What. 
ever weight this Apology might have, moſt Nations have 
fallen into the humour of obtruding mock Princes on the 
World, from whence they have drawn their Originals. 
Thus (g) the Danes have their Danus, the Brabarnder; 
their Brabo, the Goths their Gothus, and the Saxons their 
Saxo, as the Founders of their ſeveral Nations. So Hun:- 


Bald, a Monk, and a trifling Writer of the dark Ages 


forged Francus, a Trojan, the Son of Priam, as the Foun- 
der of the French Name and Nation; and in Imitation of 
him, Geoffry, Archdeacon of Monmouth, in the twelfth 
Century gratified the Britains with their Founder, Brutus, 
whom he makes a Trejer by deſcent, the Son of $i{vius, 
Grandchild to Aſcaniut, and great Grandchild to near, 
a Prince of Troy, whoſe Mather was YVenus, and conſe- 
quently himſelt deſcended from Fove. This Nation allo, 
my Lord, has its Geeffery, ſurnamed Keating, who really 
ſhoots in a longer Bow than his name fake, the Archdea- 
con of Monmouth. Ireland was colonized at various Times, 
not ta Mention the Adventurers who came hither before 
the Flood. As other Hiſtorians had exhauſted the van- 
quiſhed Trojans in ſeeking for Authors of their reſpective 
Nations, our Geoffery fhifts the Scene, and brings his 
Heroes from the Conquerors, and the midſt of Greece. 
I muſt be underftood, my Lok p, to mean thoſe Colonies, 
who farſt ſettled kingly Government in this Iſland, namely,

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the Belgians, and Danoniant, commonly called Firbolgt and 
Fuatbdedanant; though indeed he brings the more early 
Colonies under Partholan and N-meid from the lame Coun- 
try, but all of them in a period antecedent to the Deſtruc- 
tion of Trey. This very remote Antiquity, boaſted of by 
the Iriſh Hiſtorians, though juſtly called in queſtion by 
others, hath occaſioned Mr. Camden (+), with a modeſt 
doubt, uſual with that great Man, to call Ir-Jand the 
Ogyeia of Plutarch, the Word ſignifying very Antient 
for lays he, © they begin their Hiſtories from the high- 
e eſt Antiquity;z ſo that other Nations are but modern, 
« and as it were in their Infancy, in compariſon of theirs.” 
Others (i) have propagated the ſame Notion; and Mr. 
Roderick O Flaberty from hence takes Occaſion to intitle 
his Chronological Treatiſe of Ireland, Ogygia. | 
The laſt Colony that ſettled in Jreland before the Eng- 
lib Invaſion was that of the Mileſiant, who arrived there 
(according to the Iriſh Hiſtorians) in the Year of che 
World 2934, one thouſand and fifteen Years before our 
Bleſſed Saviour appeared in the Fleſh. This Colony had 
their firſt Settlements in Scythia, as Mr. Keating (4) al- 
ledges, from whence that Aﬀthor conducts them into 
Eey>t; from Egypt through varlous Countries into Spain, 
and from thence after 4 long ſeries of Time into Ireland. 
Whoever reads the very particular Account he gives of 
the Travels and Voyages of theſe Adventurers, cannot 
judge otherwiſe, than that he ſerved them for a Pilot. 
Te Marries alſo Niu}, the Head of the Scythian Wander- 
ers, to Scota Daughter to Pharaob King of Egypt, to whom 
he has given the ſurname of Cingeris, from which Scotu 
Ireland in after Times took the Name of Scotia. and the 
People of it were denominated Scots. But he is not over 
confident of this, and therefore, to make things ſure, he 
marries Mileſius, who was the eighteenth or nineteenth in 
Deſcent from Nil, to another Lady Scsta, Daughter to 
Fharaob, King of Egypt, whom he Surnames NM-#onabus, 
and from her deduces the Names of Scotia and Scots. 
This quick ſighted Age, my Lord, hath grown aſham- 
ed of ſuch 1 and ſince the French have rejected 
their Francus, as a Counterfeit, and that the force of

Senſes ſhould venture to explore ſuch hidden Paths, fuch 


who have written the antient Hiſtory of Ireland down to 


fo 
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with more probable Reaſons why our Country was called 
Scotia and the People of it Srots, of which ſome Account 
may be ſeen in the Antiquities of Ireland (1). 

Jo be involuntarily bewildered, my Lord, in a ftrange 
Country, ſurrounded with impervious Fogs, and wi:hout 
any friendly Guide to direct ones Steps, is not very un- 
accountable; but it is unaccountable that any Man in hi; 


unpaſſable Regions of Darkneſs. Should we inquire into 
the Cauſe of ſuch a Conduct, it is to be feared it would in 
ſome Meaſure center in Vanity and ſelf Love, a Pleaſure 
of having advanced ſomething new, that no body before 
ever thought of, which muſt end nevertheleſs in Confuſion 
and Shame to the Authors; inſomuch that one may ver- 
ture to apply the ſay ing of Beethius (1), Pudebit aucli no- 
minis, as a prophetick Warning to thoſe Nugivendulbt, 
thoſe broachers of Froth and Romance. 

It would be ſomething excuſable, my Lord, to have 
the very remote Origin of Nations in ſuch a manner 
treated; becauſe the infinite diſtance renders the Object 
imperceptible; but to continue the Folly downwards into 
Ages of more Light and Learning can bear no Apology; 
and yet this has been done by Mr. Keating, and others, 


the Engliſh Period. It is eaſier to gueſs at, than to al- 
certain the Reaſons of ſuch a Conduct; and yet I fancy 
(beſides the Vanity before hinted) one other Cauſe may 
be aſſigned, which I ſhall ſubmit to your Lordſhip's 
clearer Judgment, and it ſeems to me to be this. 

The chief Pillars, upon which the, antient Hiſtory of 
Ireland is founded, are the Sonnets or Ballads, of the 
Bards or Poets, called in Iriſh, Fileb, as much as to ſay, 
Philoſophers, the Word being applicable to both Senſes; 
and the Poets were called Fileb, or Philoſophers, on the 
ſcore of their great Learning, and experience in the Li- 
beral Arts. Maximus Tyrius (m), the Platonick Philoſo- 
pher, who flouriſhed in the Reign of Marcus Aurelius, has

made 
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made this Diſtinction above fifteen hundred Years' ago. 
« Theſe People (ſays he, talking of the antient Poets) 
« jnreality Philolophers, though nominally Poets, have 
« reduced their Practiſes to ſuch a degree of Skill and 
« Art, as wonderfully to tickle and allure the People. 
« For ſo (proceeds he a little after) Phyſicians mingle 
« their wholſom Medicines with ſome pleatant Vehicle, 
« that the Patient ſhould not be nauſeated by the bitter- 
« neſs of the Taſte. In the ſame manner are we to think 
« of theſe antient Philoſophers, who by cloathing their 
« Sentences in the Dreſs of Fiction, and the magnificent 
« Decorations and Ornaments of Poetry, as it were with 
« a Garment, firſt found the way of captivating and al- 
« luring the Minds of the Antients, and by diſguiſing the 
« jrkſomneſs of methodical Diſcipline, ſubdued and civi- 
« lized their Minds to Learning and Inſtruction. Nor is 
« there any room to doubt, whether the Philoſophers or 
« Poets have with better Succeſs treated on divine Sub- 
“ jects. Rather let us ſay, that they have united their 
Forces in a joint League to the ſame end; inſomuch 
„that we may in truth affirm, that their Endeavours 
© have not been different, but rather the fame. For when 
you mention a Philoſopher, you underſtand a Poet, 
* and when you ſay a Poet you mean by the Word a 
| © Philoſopher.” Almoſt to the ſame Purpoſe ſpeaks Na- 
talis Comes (n), a Mythologiſt of the ſixteenth Century. 
The wiſe Man (ſays he, that is the Philoſopher) was 
% altogether the ſame as the antient kind of Poets, not 
* like thoſe of our times, who think, that all the Art and 
Conduct of Poetry conſiſts in the meaſure of Words, 
* and the adjuſtment of Feet; nor were they ſuch as 
A blabbed out what ever came uppermoſt, to flatter 
Princes for the ſake of a Preſent: But the Compoſiti- 
ons of the antient Poets were looked upon as the moſt 
* ſacred Laws; and often when Cities or Communities 
* had Quarrels or Contentions among themſelves, they 
had recourſe to the Verſes of fome Poet, as if it were 
to the Sentence of ſome grave Judge.” 

Theſe, my Lord, are the Sentiments of the Platonifts 
id Mytbologifts concerning the antient Poets; and we

ſhould 
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Mould find upon a ſtrict Review, that our Hiſtorians 4i4 
not differ from the cited Authorities in their Opinions of 
theſe particulars. Wonderful things are told of Orphey, 
Linus, Stefechorus, and other famed Names of Antiquity 
in remote Parts; and no leſs celebrated is our Hiarbnell. 
Faidbe, i. +. the Prophet (a Poet and Prophet ſignifying 
the ſame thing) who arrived here with the Nemedian Co- 
lony in the Year of the World 2029; to whom may be 
added Amergin, Brother to Heber and Heremon, the Head; 
and Conductors of the Mileſian Adventurers in the Yes! 
of the Worid 2934, who is repreſented by the Hiſtorians 
(0) of Ire and in a very amiable light, as a Judge, a Pro- 
phet, a Poet, a Philoſopher, and in ſhort, a Man excel. 
ently accompliſhed in all branches of Science. There ar 
no inconteſtible Accounts remaining, whether theſe an- 
tient Poets, Foreign or Domeſtick, left any thing i 
Writing behind them; and it is probable they did ro. 
But let us attend, my Lord, to what a very knowing an! 
judicious Writer, Sir William Temple (p), has advanced 


upon this Subject. “ Poetry (ſays he) is generally agree 


te to have been the fitſt fort of Writing in the World, 
«© and, in ſeveral Nations, to have preceded the Inver- 


* tion or uſage of Letters. This laſt is certain in Au. 


« rica, where the firſt SHanjardt met with many ſtrains 
& of Poetry, and left feveral of them tranſlated into thei 
% Language, which ſeemed to have flowed from 2 true 
ce poetick Vein, before any Letters were known in thele 
« Regions. The fame is probable of the Srythiant, tie 
& Greciens, and the Germans. Ariſtotle ſays, the A. 
« thyrſs had their Laws all in Verte, and T acitzs, thit 
© the Germans had no Annals nor Records but what were 
6 fo; and for the Grecian Oracles delivered in them, v* 
% have no certain Account when they began, but rathe! 
ce reaſon to believe, it was before the Introduction >

« Times as well as Places, whereof we have no clear Re- 
« cords now remaining. What Solon and Pythagoras writ 
« is ſaid to have been in Verſe, who were tomethin 
« older than Cyrus, and before them were Archilochus, 
« Simenides, Tyrtæus, Sappho, Stefichorus, and ſeveral o- 
« ther Poets famous in their times. 'The ſame thing 1s 
« reported of Chaldea, Syria, and China, Among the 
e antient Weſtern Goths (our Anceſtors) the Runick Poetry 
ee ſeems to have been as old as their Letters; and their 
% Laws, their Precepts of Wiſdom, as well as their Re- 
„ cords, their Religious Rites, as well as their Charms 
„% and Incantations, to have been all in Verſe.” The 
| fame things may with equal Probability be affirmed of 
the antient Iriſb; and we are taught by Mr. O-Flaberty (q), 
chat from the time of Amergin before mentioned to the 
Reign of Congusvar Mac-Neſſan, who mounted the Throne 
of Ulſter in the Year of the World 3937, comprehending 
a Period of upwards of a thouſand Years, the Poets had 
the ſole Power of delivering Laws to the People, and pro- 
nounced their Judgments in Verſe, Laws being not yet 
committed to Writing. Theſe Poetical Decrees were 
called Judicia Cœleſtia; Heavenly Decrees; becauſe they 
were ſuppoſed by the Antients to have been written by 
Inſpiration from Apolla, or the Sun, eſteemed among them 
the God of Learning in general, but more articolarly of 
E Muſick and Poetry; the Mythology of which Fable ſeems 
to mean no more than this, namely (7), © that a certain 
noble and vital heat of temper, but eſpecially of the 
Brain, is the true ſpring of Poetry. This was that 
= Celeſtial Fire, which gave ſuch a pleaſing motion and 
Agitation to the Minds of thoſe Men, that have been 
ſo much admired in the World, that raiſes ſuch infinite 


kind. By the influence of this Sun are produced thoſe 
5 rm and inexhauſted Mines of Invention, which have 
& furniſhed the World with Treaſures ſo highly eſteem- 
ed, and fo univerſally known and uſed in all the Re- 
Lions that have yet been diſcovered. From this ariſes 
that Elevation of Genius, which can never be produced

mages of things ſo agreeable and delightful to man- 
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« by any Art or Study, by Pains or by Induſtry, which 
& cannot be taught by Precepts or Examples; and there, 
* fore is agreed by all to be the pure and free gift of 
Heaven or of Nature, and to be a Fire kindled ou: of 
* ſome hidden Spark of the very firſt Conception.“ 

'Theſe Judicia Cœleſtia, or divine Decrecs, are compar. 
ed (/) to the Ditta Sapientum of the Grecians. Poetry i; 
known to be a wonderful Help to Memory, not only by 
the pleaſure of Meaſures and of Sounds, which make 4 
deep Impreſſion on it, but by the methodical arrangement 
of Feet, which affords a great facility of tracing one 
Word after another, by obſerving what ſort of Foot or 
Quantity muſt neceſſarily have preceded or followed the 
Words we retain and deſire to make out. From theſe 
helps to Memory, it is no wonder, my Lord, that ſee. 
ral pieces of the antient Iriſb Poetry have been preſerved 
to after Ages, which many have employed themſelves in 
collecting from time to time. 

The ſtrains, the colouring, and metaphorical Parable 
and flights of Poetical Compoſitions are known to every 
Body; and theſe, my Lord, I preſume to think have been 
the Cauſe of introducing ſo much Fable into the antient 
Iriſh Hiſtory, I may ſay, into the antient Hiſtory of all 
Nations, which Livy, in the Paſſage before cited, barely 
hints at. Our antient Hiſtory is drawn from the poetical 
Decorations of the Bards, the chief Poſſeſſors and Propa- 
gators of traditional Knowledge in the early Ages. Injudi- 
cious Hiſtorians have taken the Raptures and Flights of 
thoſe Poets for genuine Truths, who intended nothing 
more thereby than Embelliſhment and Decoration ; where- 
as, if ſuch Flights were Mythologically conſidered, it i 
preſumed an obvious moral Senſe may be drawn from 
moſt of them. I have conſidered the antient 1ri/þ Hiſtory 
in this Light, and I will give your Lordſhip two Inſtances, 
among a Thouſand, to confirm what I advance, which | 
tubmit to your greater Penetration. 

Siorlamb, i. e. the long Handed, mounted the Throne 
of Ireland in the Year of the World 3492, and is ſaid to 
have had ſuch long Hands, that ſtanding upright he could 
touch his Feet, in this particular exceeding Artaxerx

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Longimanus, contemporary with our King, who iri the 
ame Situation could only touch his Knees, Are not theſe, 
my Lord, Pictures of the power of Kings extended againſt 
offending SubjeQs to a very great diſtance? According to 
the ſaying of ſome Poet, whole Name I have forgot, 


Neſeis quam longas Regibus eſſe Manus. 


8o in the Year 95 of Chrift, Feradach Fathuach, or the 
juſt, being advanced to the Ihrone by a popular Election, 
made Moran his Prime Miniſter, and adminiſtrator of Juſ- 
tice to the People, and preſented him with a wonderful 
Collar, called after him, Jadb-Moran, i. e. the incloſure 
of Moran, which was to ſerve as a Teſt of the Integrity 
of a Judge cr Witneſs, and had this Property, that when 
a wicked Judge, who intended to pronounce an unjuſt 
Sentence, or a Witneſs, who was about giving a falſe 
Teſtimony, had this Collar put about his Neck, that it 
would contract it felt and ſtop his Breath; but where the 
Judge or Witneſs were reſolved to act with Juſtice, it 
would dilate it ſelf and hang looſe. Moran wore this 
Collar with great Eaſe to himſelf, and Satisfaction to the 
People, during his whole Adminiſtration, which ended 
with his Life. This Fable, my Lord, was undoubtedly 
taken from ſome allegorical Expreſſions uſed by the [ij 
Poets, which Hiſtorians were idle enough to take in « 
literal Senſe. For the moral of the Story means no more, 
than that King Feredach was a ſevere executor of Juſtice, 
and Puniſhed with Death ſuch Judges and Witneſſes, who 
ted inſincerely, as Alfred, King of the Saxons in Eng- 
and, long after actually did. This manner of explaining 
he allegorical Expreſſions to be met with in the Iri/# 
'vetry would probably have purged the Hiſtory of Irc- 
Wand ”_ great numbers of Fables, with which it now a- 
dounds, 

Beſides the Fables founded upon the Allegories of the 
'octs, there are others to be met with frequently in the 
ſtories of Ireland, which ſeem to be the Fruits of fertil- 
avention alone, and intended to fill up Chaſms, to amuſe 
paorant or credulous Readers, to delight and tickle the 
ar, and relieve the tediouſneſs of dry and inſipid Annals. 
eſe, my Lord, are the Works of the dark Ages, ſuc- 
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ly here in the preceding Centuries. All that a Writer a 
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ceeding that Barbariſm and Ignorance introduced among 
us by the Devaſtations of the Danes, who in a many 
put an End to all the Learning, which flourifhed ſo high. 


the Hiſtory of Ireland can at this diftant Period do i; q 
feparate the ſound Corn from the Chaff, and retain oj 
what carries the appearance of Probability and Tru, 
theſe only being able to ſatisfy a reaſonable Mind. Such 
a Conduct, my Lord, intermixed with ſhort and pertirer f 
Reflections, adorned with the decency of a plain narratin 
Stile, and a due adjuſtment of Chronology, would {et the 
antient Hiſtory of Ireland upon an equal Foot with thx 
of any other Country, and, in my Opinion, would te 
uſeful as well as entertaining. 
Having mentioned Chronology, your Lordſhip will in 
dulge me in making a few Remarks upon the Period; c. 
terved by the Writers of the /rifþ Hiſtory. 
Chronology, like Hiſtory, conſiſts only in the rangi 
of particular Facts, and remarkable Events under certat 
Periods of Time, and is principally ſupported by the En 
dence of Authority, which it would be often dangerous t 
reject, though it is unable to demonſtrate it ſelf; bu 
when Authority happens to be united to Aftronomica 
Proof then the Evidence is uncontrolable. The Obſens 
tions of the Fe/#i among the Romans, and of Holydays fire 
Chriſtianity, ſerve much to ſettle a great number of Fac 
in which Hiſtorians are not fully agreed. There are 4b 
arbitrary Epcchs, which cannot with fafety be oppolt 
The Obſervation of all theſe have been of great uſe i 
the Iriſþ Hiſtory, of which numerous Inſtances might 
given, if an Flay of this Nature would fuffer one to ent 
minutely into Chronological Diſcuſſions. Of all the Tre 
tiſes of this ſort that of Mr. Roderick O-Flaberiy fecms 1 
me to be built upon the moſt folid Foundations, and ma 
exact Rules of Art; and therefore, whoever undertas 
10 handle the antient Affairs of freland would do vel 
ſtudy that Writer exactly in all his Parts, but more © 
pecially his preliminary Addrefs to Arch-deacon Lia 
and his Preface to the Reader; wherein he weighs k. 
Arguments he advances againſt other Writers in an ed 
Ballance, and gives ſatisfactory Reaſons for his diffenig 
from them. I mention this Writer, my Lord, in Ro 
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on to his chronological Labours only; for he cannot be al- 
ways excuſed from the vanity of lending too willing an 
Far to the Fables propagated from Antiquity, | 

1 once, my Lord, intended to have written an antient 
Hiſtory of Ireland upon the Plan before laid down, as far 
as to the Acquiſitions of the Engliſh in it, and had actually 
proceeded to the Year 919, when I ſtopped ſhart, my Re- 
ſolutions being ſuperſeded by an Advertiſement publiſhed 
to the ſame End by a Gentleman (z), of whoſe Abilities 
that way I have a much better Opinion than of my own: 
But if I find that he declines the Undertaking, I ſhall, 
God willing, reſume my Intentions at ſome proper Seaſon, 
and prefix ſuch an antient Hiſtory to a general Hiſtory of 
the Kingdom, during the Engliſh Period, 

Thus much, my Lord, I thought proper to ſay upon 
the antient Hiſtory of Ireland, which is naturally divided 
into three Periods, namely, I. the Fabulous, II. the Ob- 
(cure, III. the Enlightned or more clear. The former 
comprehends a {pace f: om the earlieſt accounts of time to 
the arrival of the Mileſians in the Year of the World 2934, 
through the ſeveral Colonies of Partholan, Nemeid, the 
Firbolgs or Belgians, who firſt exerciſed Regal Govern- 
ment in Ireland, and the Danonians, uſually called Tuatb- 
de- Dunons, who were diſpoſſeſſed by the MMrlefrans. The 
lecond Period begins with the Miliſiang in the Year of the 
World 2934, aud extends to the arrival of St. Patrick in 
the Year of Cbriſt 432, containing the ſpace of 1447 
ears. This is called the Obſcure Period, as it was en- 

lghtned but with little Learning, and the Hiſtory of it 
uſt conſequently be drawn from the traditional Sonnets 
df the Bards. The third Period may be reckoned from 
the arrival of St. Patrick to the Submiſſions made by the 
7:þ Potentates to King Henry II. in 1172, containing the 
pace of 740 Years. That Religious Miſſionary introduced 
he Knowledge of the Roman Literature among the People, 
wght them (u) the Latin Alphabet, and enabled his new 
onverts to, make a conſiderable progreſs in Learning: In- 
Puch that the Ages following him to the Confuſions and 
Devaſtations introduced by the barbarous Danes in the 
kith Century, were conſidered as the Ages of Light and

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Learning, and many flocked to 7re/and, as to the great 
Mart of Education both from among the Saxons and Guy, 
for the ſake of Study, as the venerable Bede (w), a Wi. 
ter of that Period, informs us. Nor is there any Rea. 
© fon, my Lord, to wonder, that Ireland ſhould in thoſe 
« Ages abound with Perſons of Piety and Abilities, when 
Learning was little heeded in any other Part of Chri- 
© tendom; ſince the Wiſdom of Providence ſows the See; 
«« of Religion and Learning, now in one Nation, and then 
© in another, as in ſo many Beds, to the End that by 
* every Tranſplantation a new growth may ſhoot up and 
& flour:ſh, to his Glory, and the good of Mankind.” But 
it is time to ſpin off this Thread, which is already draun 
to too immoderate a length. 

SEcT. II. We are come now, my Lord, to tread upon 
ſurer Ground, when to Hiſtorical Accounts may be united 
the indiſputable Evidence of Records. Perhfps no Nation 
in the World can boaſt of fo noble a Collection of pub- 
lick acts and Monuments as that begun for England by Mr. 
Rymer, Hiſtoriographer Royal, and Tontinued down by 
others to the preſent times, printed in twenty Volumes in 
large Folio, under the Title of Federa, Conventiones, Li. 
tere, &c. This Work was firſt ſet on Foot in the Year 
1693 by the Command of Queen Mary, while his Maje(- 
ty, Kirg Milliam, (of glorious Memory) was abroad in 
Flanders reducing the exorbitant Power of the common 
Enemy of Mankind. By Privy Seal dated the 16th of A. 
git that Year her Majeſty ordered him free acceſs to 
tearch and tranſcribe ſuch Records as were for the Purpoſe 
in the Tower of London, the Rolls, the Augmentation Ot- 
fice, the Fxchequer, the Journals of both Houſes of Pat 
liament, and all other Places where Records were kept, 
as alſo to the Library at St. James's, add the Paper-Offce 
The next Year King William enlarged this Favour by of- 
dering the Lord Keeper of the Great Seal to direct a Writ 


Chamberlains of the Exchequer, commanding them 
deliver to Mr. Rymer all ſuch Records relating to his Sub: 
ject as he ſhould deſire. The Compaſs of this Undertas-

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ing was ſo extenſive, that though Mr. Rymer had taken 
in Mr. Sanderſon as an Aſſiſtant, yet it proceeded by flow 
ſteps, and the firſt Volume did not appear till the Year 
1904, which was followed by a ſecond in 1705, and by 
2 third and fourth in 1706. Theſe four firſt Volumes 

ve ſuch a general Satisfaction to the Publick, that in the 
Year 1707, her Majeſty Q. Anne by Privy Seal repeated 
the Commands of King William and Q. Mary, and during 
her Reign fifteen Volumes came abroad, the other five 
being ſince added. This was an Undertaking worthy the 
generoſity of a great Queen, and an able Miniſtry, who 
in the midſt of an expenſive War did not think much of 
the Charge in promoting an attempt which brought ſo 
great an Honour to their Country. This valuable Col- 
lection hath given riſe to one of the beſt general Hiſtories 
that ever was wrote of any Country, eſpecially as far 
down as the Reign of King James I. The Name of Mr. 
Rapin Thoyras is too well known to need being mentioned 
upon this Occaſion. By this Collection he was enabled to 
aſcertain Dates in an infinite number of Places, to diſco- 
ver the Miſtakes of other Writers, rectify the Contradic- 
tions among them, and fill up many conſiderable Chaſms, 
which before were blanks in Hiſtory ; and all theſe eſta- 
bliſhed on authentic Acts, that are too ſtubborn to admit 
of a Diſpute. Some induſtrious and honeſt Hiſtorian might 
one time or other ariſe, who would do the like Honour for 
Ireland under equal advantages of Collections: But in 
that Point lies the Difficulty. To ſet about making ſuch 
a body of Collections is a Taſk only fit for a Drudge, 
which a Man of Fortune will not, and a Man of ſmall 
Fortune cannot undertake ; ſo that we muſt remain as we 
are, unleſs fome Method could be planned out for remov- 
ng the Difficulty, which would be a Deſign worthy of a 
great Mind, and becoming a Man in power. 

Were we, my Lord, to take a View of the wretched 
Condition, in which the Hiſtory of Ireland ſtands, it would 
not be a matter of aſtoniſhment, that we ſhould be con- 
lidered as a People, in a manner, unknown to the World, 
except what little Knowledge of us is communicated by 
Merchants, Seafaring Men, and a few Travellers; while 
all other Nations of Europe have their Hiſtories to inform 
their own People, as well as Foreigners, what they were 
and 
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and what they are. Mr. Languet de Freſney (y) hath fur- 
niſhed the World with a large Catalogue of Hiſtorians of 
every Nation in Europe, nay in Afia, Africa, and America. 
Among theſe how few does he mention of Ireland, even 
as to particular Periods? But in relation to general Hiſto- 
rians he takes notice only of two, namely Mr. Flaherty 
Ogygia for the times preceding the Conqueſt (of which be- 
fore in the laſt Section) and Sir Richard Cox for thoſe ſince 
that Period. It is to be feared he is not far from the 
Mark. 


Pudet hæc opprobria nobis, 
Et dici potuiſſe, et non patuiſſe refelli. 


How far Sir Richard Cox deſerves the Character of a ge- 
neral Hiſtorian muſt be ſubmitted to thoſe who have taken 
the Pains of peruſing him: Though Mr. Freſnoy, or his 
Tranſlator (who hath interpolated the Work with various 
undiſtinguiſhed additions of his own) tells us drily, that 
the Book is eſteemed; yet judicious Writers have looked 
on Sir Richard only in the light of an Annaliſt, who at a 
particular critical Time puſhed the Work (=) a little too 
torward, and in too looſe a Dreſs into the World. Indeed 
it muſt be confeſſed we have not in him what may be 
called a General Hiſtory of Ireland, nor what can give per- 
fect Satisfaction to a Reader. There are vaſt Chaſms in 
ſeveral of the Reigns he has undertaken, which might 
have been well filled up from the Offices of Record in this 


Kingdom: But he had not the Opportunity of conſulting 


them, as he compiled his Hiſtory in another Nation, a a 
time when this was in a Combuſtion. Nevertheleſs he 
has furniſhed the World with ſome good Materials out of 
the Lambeth Library. | 

We have two other Pieces, called Hiſtories of Ireland, 
namely, Edmond Champion, who gives a very flight Account 
both of the antient Hiſtory thereof, and of the Engliſh Pe- 
ricd as far as the end of Sir Henry Sidney's Government in 
1571, and Meredith Hanmer, who likewiſe couples the an- 


tient and more modern Periods, which laſt he carrics 


down no lower than the Year 1284 ; but they are further

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continued by a very poor Chronicle of Henry Marlburrougb 
to the Year 1421. heſe two Pieces, together with Spen- 
cer's View of Ireland, in which are many excellent Mate- 
rials, were publiſhed in a ſmall Folio in the Year 1633 
by Sir James Ware, and put under the Patronage of the 
Lord Deputy Wentworth, with the ſame Intention that I 
now offer theſe Collections to your Lordſhip's Protection, 
in hopes to excite others to make the Publick acquainted 
with thoſe ſcattered remains of the Hiſtory of this Coun- 
try, which will help to fill up ſeveral Chaſms in it. We 
are told by the ſame worthy Knight (a) © that Sir James 
Ley, Lord Chief Juſtice of Jreland (afterwards Lord 
« Treaſurer of England, and Earl of Marleburgh) had 
© cauſed to be tranſcribed and fitted for the Preſs the An- 
« nals of Fryar Clynne, thoſe of the Priory of St. Jon 
« the Evangeliſt of Kiitenny, as well as the Annals of Au- 
« tifernan, Raſſe, and Clonmell, &c. but that his other 
« weighty Occaſions diverted his Purpoſe.” He adds, 
© that the Copies were at that time preſerved, and that 
« he hoped ere long, that they, with other Annals and 


E Fragments of the ſame Nature, would be divulged ;*” 


a hint perhaps, that he himſelf intended to undertake the 
Taſk, which probably was prevented by the multiplicity 
of the Buſineſs of his Office of Auditor General, and the 
Rebellion, which broke out a few Years after. The An- 
nals printed at the end of Camden were preſerved and com- 
municated by the Lord Howard of Naworth. We may 
venture, my Lord, to take the judicious Publiſher's Word 
for it, “ that there is nothing extant more perfect in the 
kind, that thoſe Annals, ſince Giraldus Cambrenſis; and 
* that the Contents of them give great light into the Ji 
* Hiſtory 3”? and he invites the Reader to communicate 
to him any thing he had more perfect. Thus, my Lord, 
we ſee Gentlemen of great Rank and Reputation in Eng- 
land preſerving our Monuments, and forwarding them in- 
to light, while we ourſelves, whom it more immediately 
concerns, are ſupine and careleſs in that particular. The 
aſt mentioned Annals, publiſhed by Camden, are aſcribed

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but they were originally written (c). by Chriſtopher Pen- 
bride, and only tranſcribed by Flatſbury, at the requeſt of 
the Earl of Kildare. A Copy of theſe Annals are in Ma. 
nuſcript in the Library of the College of Dublin (4), in 
many particulars differing from the Copy uſed by Camden, 
which I thought proper to hint to the induſtrious Hiſto.

The fulleſt Annals we have of Ireland, (though incom- 
pleat enough) next to thoſe before mentioned, may be 
found in the Engliſh Edition of Sir James Ware's Works 
publiſhed in the Year 1705; and though they are gene- 
rally aſcribed to the laſt mentioned Knight, yet it is ma- 
nifeſt from the Texture thereof, that the part of them 
only from the Engliſh Invaſion to the end of the Year 1201 
bears his ſtamp ; inſtead of giving Satisfaction, the only 
ſhew the Deſign of the Author to collect Adverſaria to- 
wards an Hiſtory of Ireland, which probably he had me- 
ditated, but which his Publick Employments would not 


afford him Leiſure to execute. From the Year 1201, to 


the Death of Henry V. in 1221, they are meer Tranſcrips 
from the printed Chronicles of Hanmer and Marleburg be- 
fore mentioned. The Remainder to the Death of Richard 
III. are collected from the various M. S. Annals of Le- 
land. 

But the Annals of the higheſt Eſtimation we have re- 
lating to Ireland are thoſe of Henry VII. Henry VIII. E- 
ward VI. and Queen Mary, written in Latin by Sir Fane 
Ware. The Annals of Henry VII. were firſt publiſhed in 
the Year 1658, and annexed to his Antiquities : Thoſe of 
Henry VIII. came abroad in a ſmall thin Edition in Oc 
vo in the Year 1661. He afterwards in 1664 reviſed thelc 
two Pieces, and publiſhed them, together with the Annal3 
of Edward VI. and Queen Mary in a thin Folio Volume. 
It is manifeſt he intended to have continued his Labours 
to the end of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, and had col. 
lected Materials to ſerve for that Period; but he was pre- 
vented by Death the Year following. They were after— 
wards reviſed and methodized by his Son Robert Ware, 
Eſq; and may be ſeen in the Engliſh Edition before men- 
tioned. How they are deficient in the politure and e.

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aineſs of Sir James's Pen may be eaſily perceived. The 
defects in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth are in ſome Mea- 
ſure ſupplied by the Life of Sir Jobn Perrot, Lord Depu- 
ty of Ireland, and by the Pacata Hibernia aſcribed to Sir 
George Carew, Lord Preſident of Munſter ; but thele are 
only for ſhort Periods. I ſhall only barely mention the 
Hiſtorical Collections made by Raphael Hollingſbed, and 
publiſhed in his ſecond Volume, this Eſſay being not in- 
tended as an Hiſtorical Library, which has been already 
excellently well written vy Doctor Nicholſon, late Biſhop 
of Derry, to whom this Country is infinitely obliged for 
his pains in delineating the out-lines which an Hiſtorian 
of Ireland ought diligently to attend unto. I truſt, my 
Lok p, that the Pieces here now firſt publiſhed will be of 
ſome uſe to the Hiſtorians of this Country in ſeveral Pe- 
riods, but = prone thoſe relating to the Settlement of the 
ſix eſcheated Counties in the Reign of King James I. which 
is the Foundation of our preſent Happineſs. If the Paten- 
tees and Undertakers of thoſe Lands had ſtrictly adhered 
to the Projects and Conditions laid down by that Monarch 
(which in theſe Colle&ions may be ſeen) it would have 
been impracticable for the Iriſb to have fomented and car- 
ried on the Rebellion of 1641 with ſuch dire immanity, 
as is deſcribed by our Hiſtorians; and it 1s pretty plain, 
that to root out theſe Plantations (which they knew muſt 
end in the Eſtabliſhment of an Engi/b Intereſt through 
the Kingdom, and conſequently in the Diminution of their 
tond hopes of being reſtored to their antient Power) was 
none of the meaneſt Cauſes of their infamous attempts. 
| have annexed, my Lord, to Fynnar's Survey a Letter 
written by Sir Thomas Philips of Limyvady to King Charles 
I. without Date, from whence appears the miſerable man- 
ner in which the Londoners performed their Undertaking, 
in planting the County of Londonderry. This Letter is in 
the front of a Folio Volume written in Manuſcript by the 
laid Sir Thomas, upon the whole progreſs of that Planta- 
uon; wherein he ſets forth the Frauds and avaritious 
Dealings of the Undertakers, and in a manner foretells the 
Ruin of the North by ſome after Rebellion, as actually 
came to paſs in 1641. This Volume, (which may ſerve 
as a juſt Commentary on the aforeſaid Survey, as to the 
County of Londonderry,) was communicated to me by the 
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Reverend Doctor John Wynne, a Perſon wha ready to 
forward any Undertaking relating to the welfare of jj; 
Country. The whole Book is worthy the peruſal of 4

1 have, my Loxp, of my own property ſeveral other 
Papers of Plantations made from time to time in thi; 
Kingdom, namely, thoſe of Queen Mary in the King; 
and Queen's Counties, of Queen Elizabeth through the 


whole Province of Munſter, and of King James I. in the 


County of Wicklow, which I have Fondneſs enough to 
think would be of ſome uſe ; as would alſo the invaſuable 
Collections in your Lordſhip's Poſſeſſion of the ſeveral pro- 
ceedings previous to and at the time of the Reſtoration, 
I have alſo many other Collections made at conſiderable 
expences relating to the affairs of this Kingdom. Theſe, 
I mean ſuch as are my own property, I would Sele& and 
Publiſh in a ſecond Part of the Hibernica, if I find that 
the preſent Collection meets with a favourable Reception, 
I fancy that your Lordſhip, from the love you bear to 
this Country, would not think much of depreciating the 
value of your Manuſcript, by ſuffering it to go abroad. 
But of this your Lordſhip is the beſt Judge, and muſt be 
the Director. A Copy of the ſame Collections with your 
Lordſhip's is in the Hands of the Right Reverend the 
preſent Lord Biſhop of Clogher, who profeſſes he is net 
fond of conſidering as a private Treaſure what may ſerve 
to fill up the Penus Hiiſloricus tending to the Embelliſh- 
ment of any ſingle Period of Iriſh Affairs. But I would 
not without your mutual Conſents do any thing to detrad 
ſrom the value of either of your Properties.

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to and from the Lord Wentworth, afterwards Earl of 
Strafford, chief Governour of Ireland. Alſo ſome part of 
Mr. Carte's Life of the Duke of Ormecnd will be a help to 
thoſe times, as the whole will be to the Courſe of the Re- 
bellion, and afterwards through the intire Reign of King 
Charles II. This Writer, it muſt be confeſſed, has met 
with the hard Fate of pleaſing neither Party; while the 
Papiſts think he has bore too ſevere upon them, and the 
Proteſtants are of Opinion he has favoured the Popiſh 
Cauſe too much. Perhaps both Cenſures may be true 
conſidered in the different parts of his Work. I would 
venture indeed to adviſe the Reader to turn his Sheets o- 
ver with ſome degree of Caution, and not implicitely to 
believe without due Examination. The great Collection 
of Letters written to and by the Marquiſs of Clanrickard, 
an active Miniſter in thoſe times, which are in your Lord- 
ſhips Hands yet unpubliſhed, may poſſibly contribute to 
unravell the difficulties of this Period ; and as he was in 
his Religious Profeſſion a Roman Catholick, the Party on 
that Side the Queſtion cannot well refuſe his Evidence: 
But of this I can ſay nothing with certainty, having never 
had the Pleaſure of peruſing that Collection. I ſhall only 
barely mention the Names of the Writers who have treat- 
ed on the Affairs of thoſe diſmal Times. On the Popiſh 
Side were Philip O'Sullevan, Peter Watſh, Mr. Beling, Friar 
Paul King, the Earl of Caſtlehaven, the Earl oj Clanrickard, 
Jobn Pance ; Nicholas French, Redmond Caron, and others, 
and thoſe, it muſt be confeſſed, are very far from agree- 
ing among themſelves. On the Proteſtant Party are Sir 
Jobn Temple, the Earl of Clarendon, Doctor Edmund Bor- 
laſe, the, Earl of Angleſey's Obſervations on Caſſlebaven's 
Memoirs, and others. What Pieces thoſe ſeveral Hiſto- 
rians writ may be ſeen in the Writers of Ireland lately 

publiſhed. * | 
But above all things I would recommend to our Hiſto- 
rlans to conſult the Libraries of the College, and of Arch- 
biſhop Marſh at St. Sepulchres, Dublin, in both which may 
be ſeen Manuſcripts of good Value relating to ſeveral Pe- 
riods; and by no means let him omit to look carefully 
into thirty two Volumes in Folio, and an Index Volume 
to the whole, in the firſt of theſe Repoſitories, in which 
he will find the Original Depoſitions taken upon Oath, «- 
8 4 well 
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well by virtue of Commiſſions, as by the Privy Council, 
and by the ordinary Magiſtracy, of the ſeveral Maſſacre, 
Plunderings, and Violences, committed by the Jrifþ on 
the Proteitants during the Rebellion, which will help to 
clear up the impudent Aſſertions of the Popiſh Writers 
upon that Event, and particularly of the Prefacer to the 
Lord Clanriccard's Memoirs. For the Preſervation of theſe 
Collections the World is indebted to Doctor Sterne, late 
Lord Biſhop of Clogher, who depoſited them in the Col. 
lege for perpetual ſafety. I was once in hopes of ſeeing 
the moſt flagrant inſtances of thoſe inhuman Barbarities 
ſelected and made Publick by the venerable Body to whom 
they belong ; what hath hindered the ſame from being 
done, I cannot ſay, but thus far, my Lorp, I may ven- 
ture to affirm, that it is full time ſuch Depoſitions were 
publiſhed, ſince the Irisb Papiſts have in many tracts ſent 
abroad in Foreign Countries maintained, that the Englich 
were the Aggreſſors in the War, and one R. S. in a Col- 
lection of Murders upon the Occaſion p. 1. affirms, that 
the Murder of three thouſand ſrisb in the Iſland of Mager 
was the firſt Mailacre committed in Ireland on either 
Side. But the falſity of this pretence is notorious to Man- 
kind; for the Slaughter at that place did not happen till 
the end of November 1641 in revenge for many Murders 
committed by the Irich on the Scots in the North, whom 
they ſpared for the firſt ten Days, while in the mean time 
they murdered the Eng/iſh from the beginning of the Re- 
belli-n, which broke out on the 23d of Odlaber before, 
many innocent Souls having fallen by their bloody Hands 
on that Day, and every Day after for a long time. It 1s 
therefore neceſſary, my Lord, for an Hiſtorian to be well 
acquainted with theſe Depoſitions, in which he will find 
many Hiſtorical Facts not taken notice of by any Writer, 
and the rather, for that the Exiſtence of ſuch Depoſitions 
is called in Queſtion by the Writer of a Scurrilous Pam- 
phlet called the I-mpartia] Examiner, publiſhed during the 
late Rebe lion in Scotland, with what view is viſible e— 
nough. Neither ought the Journals of the two Houſes of 
Parliament be paſſed over unregarded, nor a private Li- 
brary founded and endow-d by Sir Feram Alexander be o-

mitted to be viſited, in which the Hiſtorian will find ſe- 
veral Collections in Manuſcript worthy of his Notice. 
After the Reſtoration few Guides occur during the 
Reign of King Charles II. except ſome ſmall Pamphlets 
and Pieces concerning the Act of Settlement, and other e- 
vents of that Reign, too numerous, and of too little Im- 
portance to be named, and except Mr. Carte before taken 
notice of. The ſubſequent Reign, as it was an open In- 
vaſion on the Liberties, Religion, and Properties of the 
Proteſtants of Ireland, has been amply and truly ſet forth 
by Archbiſhop King, and the Military Parts thereof by 
Doctor George Story. Several have written the Life of our 
glorious Deliverer, King William ; but all of them have 
touched very ſparingly on the Affairs of Ireland during his 
Reign, except a late Life of that Monarch publiſhed laſt 
Year; and even that too hath been maimed and caſtrated 
in numerous Particulars from the Copy furniſhed by the 
Writer of it, in order to bring it within a certain Com- 
paſs neceſſary for the Bookſeller's view, who publiſhed it 
at his own Charges. I ſpeak this with confidence, my 
Lord, becauſe I was the Author of it, which Circum- 
ſtance I in vain endeavoured to conceal, the Bookſeller 
having blabbed it to his Acquaintance, who communicated 
it to others; and fo I became as well known for the Au- 
thor, as if I had put my Name to it, which he allo took 
care to do, without conſulting me, in an Edition publiſh- 
ed of it in London. Being thus abuſed, and my Piece de- 
tamed by caſtrations and otherwiſe, I am laid under a 
Neceſſity, for my own Vindication, of publiſhing A new 
Life of King WILLIAM, to which J am allo impor- 
tuned by great Numbers of Gentlemen of Rank and Dif- 
tinction. This Life, my Lord, written upon a different 
model from the former, ſhall be much fuller of Iriſh Af- 
fairs than the caſtrated Edition, even though it had been 
publiſhed intire ; and I intend to add to it not only Notes 
Reference, and Plans of the ſeveral Sieges and Battles 
that happened during the active Period of the Wars in 
this Kingdom, but alſo an Appendix of Original Papers 
1 proof of ſeveral material Paſſages advanced in it, many 
which have never yet been publiſhed; and this I in- 
end to ſet out in Folio or Quarto, as Occaſion ſhall re- 
ure, in a Letter, and upon a Paper, worthy of ſuch a 
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Subject, or at leaſt upon the beſt printing Paper that cy 
be purchaſed, none of the beautiful Genoa being now to be 
had in the Kingdom; and this, my Lorp, I hope jj 
help to fill up a very buſy as well as uſeful Period. Though 
the World Has juſt Reaſon to be tired of ſubſcribing 1 
Books from the many failures that have happened by th: 
Frauds of deſigning Propoſers, who have taken Gentle. 
men's Money, and never proceeded further, or have, af. 
ter Publication, fold their Books at a Price under their 
Propoſals ; yet I truſt, my Loxp, this vile Practice can 
never be objected to me, and I challenge Mankind to point 
out where I failed in any Propoſal, or any one Inſtance 
wherein I did not fell at an advanced Price to non-Sub- 
ſcribers, except to one fingle Perſon, which under ſome 
delicate Circumſtances he extorted from me. I intend 
therefore to publiſh this mentioned Life by Subſcription, 
and ſhall! ſoon iſſue Propoſals for that end: For in truth, 
my LoRD, a Gentleman cannot venture to ſend abroad - 
ny thing, how valuable ſoever, upon other Terms, with- 
out riſquing a ſhare of his Fortune. The Bookſellers are 
the profeſſed Enemies of all Gentlemen, who deal in this 
Way, and think them Interlopers in the profits of their 
Trade, unleſs they are content to take the Fame, and give 
all the Advantages to them. By a ſignificant ſhrug, and 
a grin and a Sneer peculiar to them, they condemy all 
Works that do not paſs into the World under their Han: 
From them the Poiſon diffuſeth into Coffee-Houſes, and 


other Places of Publick reſort, and an Author, who means 


well, is torn to Pieces behind his Back, even without 
havirg his Book read. I know them well both Inſide ard 
Outſide, intus et in Cute; but I am aſtoniſhed that Gen- 
tlemen ſhould propagate the Opinions of fuch wholeſale 
Criticks, who have juſt Learning enough to read what 1s 
written on the Labels of their Books. I make my pro- 
teſt therefore againſt all ſuch Cenſurers: though at the 
ſame time I muſt, in juſtice to his Chai acter, except out 
ef this Charge Mr. Faulkner, who is more open in hs 
Dealing, and, perhaps, a very few others, whom! know 
Freie of, iurther than by Reputation. 

This, my Lord, is no mean Diſcouragement to a Per- 
ſon who would attempt to ſet the Hiſtory of his Count!) 


in a due Frame; but it is not the orly one. There * 1 
oun 
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found Gentlemen of Figure in the World, who, out of a 
vain Ambition of being thought Men of Importance in 
the Commonwealth of Letters, how little qualified ſoe- 
ver, will depreciate every thing that comes abroad, even 
without underſtanding the Subject, or perhaps reading the 
Book. If they are challenged to point out the Defects or 
Errors, they will either involve themſelves in general Al- 
legations, from which no certain Concluſion can be drawn, 
or pitch upon ſome frivolous Topick, which is of no Con- 
ſequence whether right or wrong. An Inſtance of this, 
my Lord, hath happened within the current Year, which 
can be compared to e better than to the Practice of 
an Iriſb Judge in the unreformed times, who uſed to paſs 
Sentence without attending to, and ſometimes without 
hearing the Evidence. But I ſhall leave thoſe Calumnia- 
tors to the Conviction of their own Minds, and deſire 
them only to read over the ninth Article of the Decalogue, 
and to conſider, whether their Practice comes within the 
Prohibition thereof. If the Cap fits any body, he is wel- 
come to wear it. I ſhall now reſume ſomething more ma- 
terial than the Conſideration of ſuch Triflers. 

I have reſerved, my LoRD, for the laſt point the main 
Matters that muſt help the defects in the /r;/b Hiſtory to 
full purpoſe ; and yet in theſe we ſhall find ſome few 
Chaſms that are now only to be lamented. It is obvious 
to Mankind, that the Records of Nations muſt be the 
main Baſis and Foundation upon which the Hiſtory of 
thoſe Nations ought to be Built; yet few have conſidered 
the Importance of the Records of this Kingdom to the 
lame end. I ſpeak it, my Loxp, from experience, that 
infinite are the Hiſtorical helps to be met with in the Roll 
Office, that of the Auditor General, Bermingbam Tow- 
er, and other Repoſitories of Records in this City. The 
Iriſh before the Engliſh Conqueſt had no regular Syſtem of 
Laws or Government, nor the benefit of Offices of Re- 
cord for the Cuſtody of the Material Tranſactions of 
State; and that poſſibly may be one good Reaſon why the 
Hiſtory of thoſe unſettled Times are ſo dark and wretch- 
ed. Have we greatly mended the matter by all the bene- 
its that they wanted? I think not; unleſs we may ex- 
cept the Collections concerning Iriſh Affairs from the 
lower of London intermixed in the ſeveral Volumes of 
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Nymer, Pryn, and a few others. To attempt an Hiſto 


of Ireland to any advantage a Writer muſt be at the Paing 


his Reputation by building on the Performance of cther;, 
2rd cannot properly be called an Hiſtorian, but a Cop if 
or Tranſcriber, with ſome advantage, perhaps, of Lat. 
guage and Method. What. the Labours of Mr. Rymer 
have preduced in an Hiſtorical way hath been hinted be. 
fore; and from the like fund of Materials ſome Hiſtorian 
hereafter may ariſe to do credit to Ireland. 

I have long ſince begun to make Collections out of the 
Records of this Kingdom to ſerve the purpoſes of Hiſto- 
ry; but, alas, my Fel, it is a taſk too ſevere for any 
ſingle Hand, though the moſt Induſtrious, and more eſpe- 
cially for one far advanced in Life. Such a Perſon ſhould 
have the help of ſome experienced Clerks to aſſiſt his La- 
bours and Tranſcribe under his Direction, which would 

ring the Matter to a point in a very few Years. Such 
Encouragement was thought worth the while in the neigh- 
bouring Kingdom; whither it would be fo in this muſt 
be ſubmitted to the Conſideration of thoſe in Power. My 
Plan, my Lord, was, firft, to 'Tranſcribe and Methodize 
in a Chronological Series all Records relating to Vrelend, 
which are to be found in the twenty Volumes of Mr. N- 
mer, in the ſeveral laborious Colledtions of Mr. Pryr, 
(Books which are hardly to be purchaſed with Money) in 
Doctor Wilkins, SpcIman, Reily, the Decretal Epiſtles of 
Pope Innocent the third, and ſome others. "Theſe, my 
Lokp, I have compleatly ranſacked and digeſted, and have 
added to them many hundreds of Hiſtorical Records trom 
the Rolls Office, and Birmingham Tower. I intend to pro- 
ceed in the like Labours as far as my other neceſſar) A. 
vocations will permit; but as I cannot hope ſingly to f- 
niſh my projected Deſign during the remains of a far ſpent 
Life, 1 promiſe your Lordſhip I will leave my Collett- 


and help to ſhorter; the Journey of ſome future Hiſtorian. 
This is all the way I have to teſtify my love to a Cout- 
try, which hath given me Birth. 

It is to be lamented, my Lord, that we have not a ptr: 
feet Chain of Records. exiſting through all the ſeveral Pe- 


riods of the Engliſh Government, occaſioned partly by 4 
can 
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decays of time, partly by the negligence of Officers, and 

the bad Condition of Repoſitories in antient Days, and 

artly by the Caſualties from Fire. Of Accidents of this 

Faſt kind there is to be ſeen an antient Memorandum in 
Latin enrolled in the Chancery Office Anno 2. Edrv. II. to 
this effect. Memorandum, that all the Rolls of the 
« Chancery of Ireland, were in the time of Maſter Tho- 
« mas Cantock, Chancellor of Ireland, to the 28th Year 
« of King Edward, Son to King Henry the III. deſtroyed 
« by an accidental Fire in the Abbey of the Bleſſed Vir- 
« gin Mary near Dublin, at the time when that Abbe 
« was burnt down ; except two Rolls of the ſame Year, 
« which were delivered to Maſter Walter de Thornbury by 
« the King's Writ.” The two Rolls here mentioned to 
be preſerved are, I think, yet remaining, and endorſed, 
Antiguiſſimæ liter Patentes, containing many uſeful mat- 
ters. This Loſs, my Lord, 1s a Maim to the Hiſtory of 
lreland during the early Times of the Engliſh Government, 
namely, from the Year 1172, to the Year 1300 compre- 
hending the ſpace of 128 Years. Yet this Loſs is in ſome 
meaſure ſupplied (I will not ſay perfectly) partly by Maurice 
Regan, whoſe Fragment is here publiſhed, partly by Giraldus 
Cambrenſis, and the Abbot Benedict, three Writers cotem- 
porary with the Actions they relate, and by ſome Manu- 
ſeript Annals in being; but more amply by the Colle&i- 
ons made out of the Tower of London by Pryn and Rymer, 
and by Baluzius's Edition of the decretal Epiſtles of Pope 
Innocent the III. To which may be added, ſome Pieces 
in the Manuſcripts intitled, Crede mibi, Alan's Regiſtry, 
and the black Book of Chri/t-Church. 

Another Chaſm in the Chancery Office is in the times 
of King Henry VIII. during the firſt twenty Years of whoſe 
Reign there is but one Roll of the ſixth remaining, and 
that of no great conſequence. How this mould happen is 
to me inconceivable. But his Reign is pretty accurately 
written by Sir James Ware, and ſome Pieces relating to it 
may be found in Rymer. For this, and all other Periods 
of the Engliſh Hiſtory of Ireland, the accurate Hiſtorian 
muſt by all means conſult the Lambeth Library, where he 
vill find infinite matter in Indentures of Peace between 
ie Chief Governors of Ireland, and many of the [riſh Po- 
tentates in divers Ages, as alſo in Letters, Petitions, Or- 
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ders, Inſtructions, Journals, Acts of Council, Submiſſions, 
Inquiſitions, and infinite numbers of other Particular, 
down to the Reign of King James the Firſt, the Cata. 
logue of, which alone would take up a Volume. Neither 
muſt he omit to viſit the Bodleran and Cotton Libraries, in 
both which he will find plentiful Materials. That of the 
Duke of Chandois is diſperſed (God knows) into how many 
Hands; but we rejoice that your Lordſhip hath ſome part 
of the "Treaſures formerly contained in it. 

The burring down of the Council Office in the preſent 
Century hath alſo been a Maim to the Iriſh Hiſtory ; yet 
ſome Books and Papers have eſcaped that general Wreck, 
which ought to be conſulted. 

Many private Gentlemen have in their Cuſtody Col. 
leQions relating to [r;//þ Affairs of good Value; and it 
would be a meritorious Action to depoſite them where 
they may be turned to a general Emolument, or at leaſt 
to communicate Notices of them to the Publick, that cu- 
rious Men may, upon Occafion, know where to relort to 
them. The faying of Nero in relation to Muſick,” as re- 
ported by a Roman Hiſtorian (f), may with equal Juſtice 
be applied to Knowledge in general, occulte Mufice ru 
lum eſſe reſpeclum, — that no Regard is to be had ta corceales 
Knowledge ; becauſe the World is not the better for it; 
to which may be added the ſaying alſo of a Fon 


Poet (g). 
Scire tuum nibil eſt, niſi te ſcire hoc ſciat alter. 


That Knewledge is of no manner of uſe, except it be 
ccmmunicated to the World. If Gentlemen poſſeſſed ol 
any valuable Manuſcripts relating to this Kingdom thins 
proper to hand them over to me, I. will, by the Advice 
of my Prethren of the Phyfico-Hiftorical Society, ſend then 
abroad in a ſecond Part of the Hibernica among other Pieces 
of my own, which I intend to make publick in due Ses: 
ſon. By theſe Methods, my Lord, the Hiftory of Ya 
may gradually receive Improvements, and may Fats be 
brought to light, which hitherto have lain in the Shade; 
and this may help not only general, but all mixt Hiſtor)s 
þ Inquiries into the County Deſcriptions of the King:
